decreased revenues during the next 
fiscal year may result in a shrunk- 
en budget 
surplus of as little as 


S2,500,000,000 compared with this 
year's 
prospective 
$6,000,000,000, 


government analysts said today. 


The result would be far less lee- 


xvay for reducing the public debt 
and cutting income taxes than has 
existed' during the current fiscal 
year ending June 30. 


The analysts who made the fore- 


cast explained it this xvay: 


1. The administration hopes

reduce domestic spending, but its 
plans for foreign aid would run the 
total government outlay to around 
839,500,000,000 for the 1949 fiscal

Shrinks Budget 
Surplus 


By CHARLES MOLONY 
Washington, Dec. 31 — (/P)— In- 


creased government spending and 
decreased revenues during the next 
fiscal year may result in a shrunk- 
en budget 
surplus of as little as 


S2,500,000,000 compared with this 
year's 
prospective 
$6,000,000,000, 


government analysts said today. 


The result would be far less lee- 


way for reducing the public debt 
and cutting income taxes than has 
existed' during the current fiscal 
year ending June 30. 


The analysts who made the fore- 


cast explained it this way: 


1. The administration hopes 
to 


reduce domestic spending, but its 
plans for foreign aid would run the 
total government outlay to around 
839,500,000,000 for the 1949 fiscal 
year compared with $37,000,000,000 
to $37,500,00,0 this year. 


2. Meanwhile, even without a cut 


well over $43,00,000,000 this fiscal 
in taxes, revenues woald drop from 
year to perhaps as low as $42,000,- 
000,000 next year as declines in in- 
comes from such sources as sur- 
plus property sales offest possibly 
nighcr tax receipts.

More Spending 
Shrinks Budget 
Surplus 


By CHARLES MOLONY 
Washington, Dec. 31 — (/P)— In- 


creased government spending and 
decreased revenues during the next 
fiscal year may result in a shrunk- 
en budget 
surplus of as little as 


S2,500,000,000 compared with this 
year's 
prospective 
$6,000,000,000, 


government analysts said today. 


The result would be far less lee- 


way for reducing the public debt 
and cutting income taxes than has 
existed' during the current fiscal 
year ending June 30. 


The analysts who made the fore- 


cast explained it this way: 


1. The administration hopes 
to 


reduce domestic spending, but its 
plans for foreign aid would run the 
total government outlay to around 
839,500,000,000 for the 1949 fiscal 
year compared with $37,000,000,000 
to $37,500,00,0 this year. 


2. Meanwhile, even without a cut

More Spending 
Shrinks Budget 
Surplus

Washington, Dec. 31 — (/P)— In- 


creased government spending and 
decreased revenues during the next 
fiscal year may result in a shrunk- 
en budget 
surplus of as little as 


S2,500,000,000 compared with this 
year's 
prospective 
$6,000,000,000, 


government analysts said today. 


The result would be far less lee- 


xvay for reducing the public debt 
and cutting income taxes than has 
existed' during the current fiscal 
year ending June 30. 


The analysts who made the fore- 


cast explained it this xvay: 


1. The administration hopes 
to 


reduce domestic spending, but its 
plans for foreign aid would run the 
total government outlay to around 
839,500,000,000 for the 1949 fiscal 
year compared xvith $37,000,000,000 
to $37,500,00,0 this year. 


2. Meanxvhile, even without a cut 


xvell over $43,00,000,000 this fiscal 
in taxes, revenues xx-ojld drop from 
year to perhaps as loxv as $42,000,- 
000,000 next year as declines in in- 
comes from such sources as sur- 
plus property sales offest possibly 
nifiher tax receipts.

More Spending 
Shrinks Budget 
Surplus

Washington, Dec. 31 — (/P)— In- 


creased government spending and 
decreased revenues during the next 
fiscal year may result in a shrunk- 
en budget 
surplus of as little as 


S2,500,000,000 compared with this 
year's 
prospective 
$6,000,000,000, 


government analysts said today. 


The result would be far less lee- 


xvay for reducing the public debt 
and cutting income taxes than has 
existed' during the current fiscal 
year ending June 30. 


The analysts who made the fore- 


cast explained it this xvay: 


1. The administration hopes 
to 


reduce domestic spending, but its 
plans for foreign aid would run the 
total government outlay to around 
839,500,000,000 for the 1949 fiscal 
year compared xvith $37,000,000,000 
to $37,500,00,0 this year.

The Moscow wing-of the Demo- 
cratic party has now parted com" 
parry from the Pendergast 
wing. 


The battle between the two

lions will be highly interesting and 
possibly, entertaining to the nation 
—and Ihe nation will be the winner 
when both gangs lose." 


Reece alluded to President Tru- 


man's former-connection with the 
Pendergast 
Democratic

organization in Kansas Ciyt. • 


While many Democrats private 


ly expressed fear 
that 
Wallace 
may take vital votes away from 
the president in key political states, 
Rep. 
McCormack (Mass), assistant

"The votes we may lose," Me 


Cormack told a reporter, "will be 
more than offset by those voters 
who will vote the Dcmo-cratic tic 
kct because of Mr. Wallace's at- 
tempt to create confusion."

Politicians are almost unanimous 


in their judgment that Wallace has 
an even smaller chance of election 
than the late Robert M. LaFollette 
Sr., who carried only

La Follette 
polled 4,822.000 votes,

many observers think Wallace will 
ijet despite a vast increase in the 
electorate.

Most of this relative's 
income was kicked right back to 
him and Chaplin eventually had to 
pay a-deficiency of SI.174,000 and 
wasrTacky that he didn't 
go .to 
prison. 


Tn some ways, however, he has 


indeed., shrewdly 
understood 
the 
American people. Our susceptibil- 
ity ,to suggestion and propaganda 
and our capacity for contempt and 
hisult have fascinated him. He has 
exploited these miable faults for 
more than 35 years and I should 
say, now, at last, to the limit. In 
the last two 'years he has pressed 
his luck and the only reason why 
formal proceedings have not been 
pushed to deport him is that he has 
never .been 'convicted of a felony. 
Congress, in the name of the Amer- 
ican people, could pass a law now 
to'deport him as one who, after a 
sufficient time, has proved unbear- 
ably offensive and inimical. Under 
the constitution "we the people," 
through 
our 
elected 
representa- 


tives, have the right to decide that 
Chaplin's further presence here is 
inconsistent with our "general wel- 
fare." and ran him out. A do/on 
representatives would gladly offer 
such a bill today. To whether Chap- 
lin is a Communist, no burden need 
bo assumed by the people. Ho has 
given strong indications that he is 
friendlier to those who do believe 
in cbnimunism than to the people 
of this country as represented by 
their, elected legislature.

—and Ihe nation will be the winner 
when both gangs lose."
